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FAANKFURTER 
NOMINATED 


President Proposes Name 
Of Harvard Professor 
For Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, (lp) — President 
Roosevelt today nominated Prof. 
Felix Frankfurter of Harvard Uni- 
versity to the U. S. Supreme Court. 


Nomination of the 56 year old 
Jewish scholar of the Harvard law 
school was for a vacancy which has 
existed on the high court since the 
death of Justice Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo last July 9. 


Proposals that Frankfurter be 
named to succeed the brilliant 
Jewish justice, Cardozo, had been 
voiced in many quarters. 


Frankfurter is the third jurist to 
be appointed to the high bench by 
Mr. Roosevelt. His other appointees 
were Justices Hugo L. Black, and 
Stanley F. Reed. 


Announcement of the selection ot 
Frankfurter was made through the 
White House secretary, Stephen T. 
Early, who gave a one paragraph 
typewritten statement to newspaper 
reporters gathered in the White 
House press room. 

Frankfurter, an old friend of the 
President, has been his adviser off 
and on since the 1932 campaign. He 
frequently visited the White House 
and for the past several years his 
name has persistently cropped up 

a likely nominee for the bench. 

Today’s announcement neverthe- 
less occasioned considerable sur- 
prise inasmuch as the President 
only last Tuesday said that no de- 
cision on the court appointment 
had been reached. Moreover. he had 
indicated at that time that only 
routine recess appointments would 
go up to the senate today.

ROOSEVELT ASKS 422 MILLIONS 


IN NEW TAX REVENUES 


President Would Continue Three-Cent Postage, 
Make CCC Permanent And Is Reported As Being 


In Favor Of An Inheritance Tax Type Of Levy 
WASHINGTON, (\P)—President Roosevelt bolstered his defiance of dic- 
tators today with a message to congress proposing a $9,000,000,000 bud- 


get for 1940 to arm for defense and spend for recovery. 


A congressional economy bloc is actively hostile. But he rejected econ- 


omy pleas of conservative new dealers to cut 


government costs. He asked 


$422,000,000 in new taxes. He proposed a $2,000,000,000 military and semi- 


military defense program. 

This annual budget message 
sharply reminded congress that Mr 
Roosevelt had not “been 
the taxpayers’ money out the win- 


| dow.” 


He projected for next year the 
of federal de- 
ficit—$3,326,000,000 this time—and 
the second highest spending pro- 
gram in new deal history. The cur- 
rent year is tops at $9,492,000,000. 

The 10 year depression-recovery- 
depression cycle, beginning in the 
Hoover administration and project- 
ed through the next fiscal year, 
makes this kind of a record: 

Total receipts, $41,033,000,000. 

Total expenditures, $68,312,000,- 
000. 

Aggregate net deficit »27,279,000.- 
000. 

National 
000,000. 

Mr. Roosevelt said ‘Well spent.” 

The budget message pointed that 
national debt close to $44,500,000.000 
as of June 30, 1940. which is but 
$500,000,000 short of the legal fed- 
eral debt limit. It will be necessary 
at this session to ask congress to 
increase that limit. 

Mr. Roosevelt called for enact- 
ment of $1,000,000,000 in taxes of 
which $422,000,000 would be new 
revenue to pay farm subsidies and 
emergency national defense costs, 
and $500.000,000 to $600.000,000 a 
continuation of expiring manufac- 
turer’s excise taxes. 

Mr. Roosevelt did not stipulate 
new revenue sources but is under- 
stood to favor the inheritance or 
estate-tax type of levy to a proces- 
sing tak or other impost which 
would reduce consuming power. 

His other recommendations were: 

1. Continue three cent letter 
postage. 

2. Make the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps permanent and appro- 
priate $285,000,000 for it in the 
next fiscal year.

military projects 24 hours after 
threatening economic reprisals 
against aggressor nations. 

The amount requested in the 
President’s annual budget message 
to Congress almost doubled this 
year’s record peace time appropri- 
ations for military and naval ex- 
penditures. Only in the World War 
years of 1917-1919 has the proposed 
1940 army and navy spending been 
exceeded. 

Warning that “grave and un- 
settling developments” abroad have 
established a “real necessity” for 
vast expansion of the national de- 
fense system, Mr. Roosevelt urged 
immediately appropriation of $1,- 
336,000,000 for strictly military and 
naval construction. 

He said he lated would ask for an 
additional $290,000,000 for military 
and naval contracts to be spent af- 
ter June 30, 1940.

$875,000,000 FOR WPA 
UNTIL JUNE 3 
IS ASKED 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — President 
Roosevelt today asked congress for 
an immediate $875,000,000 appropri- 
ation to provide WPA jobs for be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 3,700,000 per- 
sons until June 30, the end of the 
1939 fiscal year. 

He asked for these funds in a spe- 
cial relief message, while in his reg- 
ular budget message, also submitted 
today, he projected a relief and re- 
covery program of $2,266,165,000 for
